4. After having been in perpetual Motion, he 
died at Newark, the 8th of O@ober, 1216, through 
Grief for having loft his rich Baggage. This had 
thrown him into a Fever; which was increafed by 
his eating too immoderately of Peaches. 

Q. How old was he? 

A. Near Fifty-one Years, whereof he had reign'd 
almoft eightcen. 

Q. What ts the Character of this Prince ? 

A. According to Matthew Paris, he had Wit, 
but of the vicious Kind; was hot-headed, reftiefs and 
haity , had no Manner of Refolution, but in his firft 
Tran{ports, which being over, he was foft, indo- 
lent, fearful and wavering. “This Monk adds, that 
he was cruel, voluptuous and covetous ; had neither 
Religion, Cenfcience, Honour, or regard to Futurity. 
Hiowever, we muft make this Obfervation, (once for 
all) that thofe Hiftorians, who have writ the Lives 
of fuch Princes as were at Variance with the Court 
of Rome, ought to be read with the utmolt Caution ; 
and thatthe only Way of forming a jult Chara@er 
of the Princes in queftion, is to draw it folely from 
their Adiions. 

Q_ Was he ever marry'd ? 

A. Yes, thrice; firftto /ice, Daughter of Hugh 
Farlof Morton ; fecondly, to dvifa, Heirefs of the 
Fioufe of G/ouce/er, whom he put from him; and 
afterwards marry’d Jadbella, Daughter to dimar, 
Earl of Axcou!: fe. 

Q. Did he leave any Children ? 

A. Hehad none by his two frft Wives, but had 
five by his third, wiz. Hi ary, his Succeficr ; Richard, 
Earl of Co: nwel!, and King of the Remans; Yoan, 
Wife to Alexander VU. King of Scots; Ifabel/a, Con- 
fort to the Emperor Frederse UW. and Eleanor, mars 
ry‘d firlt to Biidiom Marfoal, Earl of Pembreke, and 


afterwards to Srvmon de Mountfort, Earl of L. iceflers . 


He had alfo fix natural Children. 


Q. Had King Jobs no Contention with his other ~ 


Neighbours ? ' 
A. The King of Scotland paid him Homage at 
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W'codftock. He took Prifoner the King of Comnenshy 
an /-i/ Prince, who had rebelled, and fubje€ied all 
that Nation. 

Q. What were the moft remarkable Even; 
which happened in other Countries during his 
Reign? 

A. The taking of Confantincple by the Frenc}, 
and Venctians, in 1204 ; and the Crufade againt the 
Aloigenfes, which gave rife to the bloody Ingui ition , 
an Inftitution that is the greateft Scandal of humay 
Nature, and the higheft Blafphemy againft the A}. 
mighty. 


HENRY IIL. Surnamed cf Wincheler, Twenty. 
eighth King of England. 


Reigned from 1216 to 1272. 


Q. HO fucceeded Fohx, furnamed San:- 
Terre? 

A. Henry Il. his eldeft Son, who was but in the 
roth Year of his Age; being born the 1ft of October, 
Anno 1207; and crown’d at G/osce/fer, the 28th of 
Ofober, 1216. 

Q. By what Methods did Heary afcend the 
Throne? 

A. The Earl of Pembroke engaged the Lords, who 
had followed King Yohn’s Fortune, to recognize this 
Prince for their Sovereign ; and the Legate excom- 
municated Prince Lewis. ‘The Earl of Pembroke was 
then appointed Regent. 

Q. Did this prove effectual ? 

A. Thefe Cenfures prevailed on a great Number; 
among whom was William Mar/bal, eldeit Son of 
the Earl of Pembroke : And the Voyage which Leawis 
was obliged to make into Fravce, in order to levy 
Money and Forces, gave the Earl of Pembroke an 
Opportunity of winning ever thofe of the contrary 
Party. ‘The Cinque Ports alfo declared for Henry. 

Q. Was L-avrs entirely abandon’d ? 

A. Yes; forthe Earl of Perche loft the famous 
Battle of Linco/n, with his Life, the 1gth of May, 
1217; and the Succours which the illuftrious Blanc’, 
King Lecers’s Confort, fent him, having been de- 
feated by the Fleet of the Cinque Ports, Jugu/P the

Q. To whom was King Henry obliged for theie

Cunterbury Goal Keeper, who depofed, that they had 
received an Order from Jultice ’udmer to keep Mr. 
Collington from having any private Converiation 
with any Body, and that he fhould not have the Ufe 
of Pen, Ink or Paper. She depofed likewife, that 
William Luckhurft was not at the Goal the 22d of 
Nov. laft; that Mr. Collington was in the Kitchen, 
and had Luckhurft been there, fhe muft have feen 
him. But being afked, as fhe was upon her Oath, 
whether it was impoflible for Luckhurit to be there, 
snd fhe not fee him, fhe hefitated ; and after fome 
feeming Reluctance, reply’d, it was not impoflible 
but he might have been there, and fhe not fee him, 
fe being abfent fometimes in other Parts of the 
Houfe. 

Then the Daughter of Mr. Pilcher was called, 
who depofed to the fame Effeét as her Mother had : 
jut the fame Queftion being put to her as was to her 
Mother, fhe likewife hefitated very much, and an- 
fwered much to the fame Purpofe; and that Luck- 
hurt might poflibly have been there, and fhe not 
fee him at fuch Times as fhe had been bufy in other 
Parts of the Houfe. 

Edward Ladd, being call’d and fworn, depofed, 
that he was in Canterbury Goal, and defir’d by Mr. 
Pilcher the Keeper, to look after Mr. Collington, 
and to fee that no Perfon had any private Converfa- 
won with him. ‘That on Tuefday the 21ft of No- 
vember laf, being the firft Tuefday after Mr. Col-

had been caill'd for near an Hour before, at [aft ap- 
pear’d in Court; and being {worn, was afk'd, if he 
gave any Orders to the laft Witnefs, Ladd, on Tuci- 
day the 21ft of laft November, to look after the 
Prifoner Collington, to prevent his having any private 
Converfation with any Perfon whatioever. Le re- 
plied, No, not as he remember'd; he believ'd he 
might {peak to him, to detire him to have an Eye over 
the Prifoners in general, but nothing more. 

Being afked whether he remember'd his feeing the 
Prifoner Stone, and William Luckhurft, who had gi- 
ven his Evidence in this ‘Trial, again the Prifoners, 
in the Goal on ‘Tuefday the 21{t of November lal; 
reply'd, that he is very certain he did not fee Luck- 
hurit there that Day, but that the Prijoner Stone 
was there that Day, and along with the Prifoner Col- 
lington; and that he remember'd feeing Luckhurit 
there the Saturday following, but not betore. 

He farther depos'd, that he received an Order from 
Capt. Pudner, a Juftice of the Peace, to keep Col- 
lington from Pen, Ink, and Paper, and from having 
private Converfation with any Body ; but that he was 
often out, and that it was very poflible that Luckhurit 
might have been with Collington that Day, and he 
not have feen him. 

He was now afk'd, what Room the Prifoner Col- 
lington was kept in; and in going in from the Gate, 
whether the Room was on the Right or Left Hand? 
To which he reply’d, that in going in from the Gate, 
it was of the Right Hand. Which to far confirmed 
the Evidence of Luckhurft, who {wore that it was in 
a Roonton the Right Hand after he was let into the 
Prifon, and likewile difproved that of fome of the 
Witneiles who had been produced for the Prifoners, 
who {wore that Collington was in the Kitchen. 

Then a Daughter of the Prifoner Collington’s, a 
young Gentlewoman of about 17 Years of Age, was 
called and {worn, who depofed, that fhe was with her 
Father on ‘Tuefday the 21ft of Nevember lait, ‘ull 
about half an Hour after ‘Ten o’Clock in the Morn- 
ing, and that fhe did not fee Luckhurft; that fhe is 
very certain as to the ‘Time, becaufe fhe went from 
thence to Prayers at the Cathedral, which opens at 
Ten o’Clock, and when fhe came there the Service 
was fo far advanced, that the Organ had begun to 
play. 

The Court, in regard to the young Gentiewoman, 
confidering the Tendernefs of her Cafe, as the Pri- 
foner was her Father, forbore to crofs-exaimine her, 
as they had donethe other Witnefles. 

Collington then called fome Perfons to his Cha- 
racter. ‘Thofe who appeared, did not care to fay 
any ‘Thing at all about him. 

The Witnefies on both Sides having finifhed their 
Evidence, the Judge fumm’d upthe Whole to the 
Jury in a very impartial Manner. Upon which the 
Jury withdrew, and in a fhort Time returned, and 

brought both the Prifoners in guuty, Derarn. 
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During the Time the Jury were gone out, Colington 
behaved himfelf, as he had done through the whole¢ Tria, 
in the moft impudent and audaciovs Manner ; and turning 
his Back to the Cou t hie far himie: down in thar Polit nm, 
as if in Contempr and Difdain of the Authority of tn 
Court. Which his Lordthip taking Notice of, was picat- 
¢d to reprimand him for it, and to tell him, that he or ahe 
to confider that he was now betore a Court of Juitice, 
which had Power of Life and Death; that his Behaviour 
was fuch as he had never yet feen, in any Man in his Cire 
cumftances, who was then upon Trial tor his Lite. 

When he came to receive Sentence of Death, he bega’d 
his Lordthip to indulge him fo tar as ro permit him to read 
the tollowing Paper, which he had drawn up; which his 
Lordthip acquiefcing in, Colling-on put on his Spectactes, 
and with an audable Voice icad as foilows.

Then Michael Pain, an Accomplice, being called 
and {worn, depofed, Mr. Collington, the Prifone; 
who was try’d lait, defired him, this Witnefs, and 
Chriltopher Barret to come and dine with him on the 
izth of Nov. laft, ac his own Houfe, which they ac. 
cordingly did; that Collington fent one of his Horfes 
fo Feverfham to fetch Gregory, who accordingly 
came, dre‘s'd in Se \diers Cloaths, being a Dragoon, 
That when Gregory came there, Collington took of 
his Soldier's C.oaths, and put him on a Grey Coar, and 
took Barrer’s Coat off, and pur him on a Wapgoner’s 
old Frock; and then took off Gregory’s Hat, and Bare 
rer’s and this Witne{s’s Hart and Wig, and put them into

2 Bag, and gave them all black Jockey Caps, Thar he 
then gave this Deponent a Horn tull of Gunpowder and 
two Balls, and to Gregory a Horfe-Piftol, and to Barrer 
a Piece like a jong Gun. That he then cold them to Zo 
to Mr. Clarke ot Throgelezeh, and {cize and bring him 
away, and if he retus’d to come voluntarily, that they 
fhould bring him away by Force ; and that juft as they 
were fetting out, Coilington himielf ask’d them if their 
Pieces were all loaded. 

Upon his being ask’d, what their Intention was, by 
carrying thole FirceArms, and what their Orders were, 
in relation to Mr. Clarke, from Collingron? He then 
began to fhutHe in his Evidence very much ; which the 
Court taking Notice of, told him, that he was then 
in a Court of Juttice, and therefore he mutt {peak the 
whoie Truth, that they imagin’d he knew the whole 
Affair, and therefore he muft not conceal any Thing, 
But all the Anfwer he could make, was, that their Orders, 
from Mr. Collington, were, to fecure Mr. Clarke, and 
bring him to him, where he would make him make 
up the Law that was between them; and that their 
Defign, in carrying thofe Fire-Arms, was only to {care 
him, in cafe he did not come readily along with them, 
which was all, he faid, that he knew of the Matrer.

Let this ink deep into 
the Minds of thofe, who are poflefled of futhcient Power, 
and yer neglect the proper Application and Exercife of it 
in not fecuring God’s Honour againit ail open Attacks , 
in not fupprefling that Drunkenne‘s, thofe Violaci ns of 
the Sabbath, thofe Execations and various Inttances ct 
Profanene{s, Irreligion, and other Enormities which poi 
lute our Land. and expofe it to rhe herce Anger of Go’, 
Let them in due Time conhider how they would bear the 
Thoughts of having contributed to the fpeedy Deitruc. 
tion, that may come upon us, through thofe Vices, which 
had they properly difcharged their Duty, might 
difcouraged and fupprefled. Thefle Negiccts at the 
Duty weovght to bewail, as well as to pray, that they 
may, for the future, perform, the Obligarions they are 
under, to execute Fufiice and te maintain Truth. 

Let us on the Occation (crioully refiledt on and confides 
theie Words of the Prophet, Then faid I unto them, caf 
ye away every Man the Abominations of bis Lyes, aad 
defile not yourfelves avith the [do's of Egypt; f am tir 
Lord yeur God. But they rebelled, and weld not bearken 
unto me; they did not every Man caf? asvay the Abomina- 
tions of their Eyes, neither did they ferjake the Idol of 
Egypt: Then fatd I, I willpour ont my Fury wpon theni, 
to accomplify my Anger apainft them, mm the Midft eof the 
Lard, Bick. xx.7, 8. And ought not fuch Jdolators to be 
rooted out from among us? 

And beiides contefiing, lamenting, and bewailing our 
paft Sins, in hopes of reconciling ourfelves to our in- 
cenfed God, ler us alfo refolve to pertorm fueh Dutics, 
asmay enable us to lead aholy Lite tor the turore; thar 
fo by our true Repentance, and fincere Refokjtions tu 
pleafe God, the Remainder of our Days, he may be 
rracious unto us, and in the Midft of Yuclement remember 
Mercy. 

And Firft, if we ferioufly intend to lead a religious 
Life, we mutt endeavour to preferve in our Minds a 
lively Senfe of God’s continual Prefence. To seprefenr 
frequently ro cur Thoughts, how near we always are to 
an all-feeing Almighty God; trom whofe Fye nothing 
can be hid, who is about our Path and about our Bed 
and frieth ont all cur Ways. And would we conflantly 
have in Remembiance, that we are ever in the Prefence

the Guilty ; this would have a mighty Influence on us, to 


A Second Duty, which will be very inftrumental tos 
wards our leading a holy Lite, is to be con{tant in our 
Frayers to God, Prayer is not only a Dury, as being 
Part of that Worfhip which we owe to God, as thie 
great Creator, Prelerver, and iovere'gn Lord of us, and 
all the World ; but it is our Intereft too. It is the 
Means which God hath appointed jor the Conveyance oi 
all his Bletlings and Favour to us; and without praying 
for them, we have no Reafon to expect that God will 
confer them: And if we defire to be truly good, and 
to cherifh in our Souls a conitant. Difpotition to this holy 
Duty, we muft never omit our Prayers without fome 
very urgent Necefhity, Morning and Evening, both pri 
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vately in our Clo’cts, and openly in our Families ; 
and take all Opportunities to be as we can in our At- 
tendance upon the publick Prayers of the Church. 
We hhall find ourfelves battered by this Practice ; we 
fhall feel the Comfort of itin our Minds ; and expe- 
rience from it the Blefling of God upon curfelves, our 
Relations and friends, and upon whatever we take 
in Hand. 

Thirdly, Let us be frequent in receiving the holy 
Sacrament. T.is isa Duty too much neglected by 
molt People ; and yet it is an excellent Means to en- 
able usto fubdue our Sins, andto grow daily in Vir- 
tue and Goodnels. For what can affect us with a 
ceeper Senfe of the heinous Nature and Guilt of Sin, 
than the Remembrance that it caufed the Son of God 
to empty himfelf of his divine Glory, which he had 
with God, before the World was; and to humble 
himifelf in our Nature, and dye an tgnominious Death 
on the Crofs, to make Attonement for our Sins? 
What can more ftrongly engage our Gratitude and 
Thankfulnefs to God and our blefled Saviour, than 
the continual Memorial of fo fublime a Benefit ? 
What can give greater Affurance to our Faith, that 
Ciod will be merciful to us, than the frequent re- 
ceiving the facramental Elements, which are the 
Signs and Seals of that Covenant wherein God hath 
promifed to forgive our Unrighteoufne/s, to remember 
our Sins and Iniquities ho more ? Heb. vill. 12. Let 
then all who profeis themfelves Chriflians, make a 
due Preparation’ for this holy Sacrament, and fre- 
quently partake of it, according to the true Intent of 
our Saviour’s laflitution, 

Fourthly, Let us duly and religioufly obferve the 
Lord's Day, which ought to be employed in the 
Exercifes of Piety and Devotion, particularly in the 
publick Worthip of God in the Church, where our 

‘hildren and Servants fhould diligently and devoutiy 
attend: And after divine Worship is ended, we 
fhould chiefly {pend the Day in reading the Scrip- 
ture and other good Books, in Meditation and De- 
votion. It is of greats Confequence towards pre- 
ferving a Seule of Religion among Mankind, that 
this Day be religioufly appropriated to the Exer- 
cife of Piety and the Care of our Parents. If Pa- 
rents and Heads of Families are fincerely defirous 
that their Children and Servants fhould become truly 
virtuous and religious, they mut not only allow 
‘Time and Opportunity, but itritly oblige them 
to retire every Day, particularly the Lord’s Day, 
Morning and Evening, to pray to God for the 
Forgivenefs of their Sins, and for his Mercy and 
Bletling upon them. 

And if we thus refolve fincerely to break off our 
Sins by Repentance, and to amend our Lives by the 
Practice of the Duties before Recommended; if we 
aciil do “fuflice, love Mercy, and walk Humbly with 
cur Ged; we may reafonably Preftume and Hope, 
that Ged will gracioufly Accept of thefe our hum-

ble Endeavours to aprpeafe his Wrath, and remove 
from us the Calamitous Judgments, we fo mo, 
Dread and Fear. ; 
* long Mercy and Forgivenefs, though we have 
* belled againit him; neither have we obeyed 
* Voice of the Lord our God, to walk in his Laws 


‘For to the Lord our God, be.

‘ which he fet before us. But if the wicked Man 
« will turn from all his Sins that he hath committee 

‘ and will do that which is Lawful and Right, he 
‘ fhall furely live, he fhall not die; and all the 
‘ Tranfgrefiions that he hath committed, they thall 
‘ not be mentioned unto him ; for the Righteouf. ° 
‘ nefs that he hath done, he fhall live. Let y; 
‘ then, all turn unto the Lord our God, for he is 
‘ gracious and merciful, flow to Anger, and of great 

‘ Kindnefs. Let every one of us fay, I will arife and 
‘ go to my Father, and will fay unto him, Fa- 
‘ther, I have finned againft Heaven, and before 
thee, and am no more worthy to be called thy 
‘Son. Enter not into Judgment with thy Servant, 
‘ OLord, forin thy Sight fhall no Man living be 
‘ juftified. Let us proclaim and fanétify a Fait, 
‘call a folemn Afiembly, gather the People ; let 
the Priefts, the Minifters of the Lord, fay, fpare 
‘thy People, O Lord, and give not thine Heri- 
‘ tage to reproach, Remember us, and fpare us, 
‘ God, according to the Greatnefs of thy Mercy.’ 
And may the merciful God accept of this our Humi- 
liation and Repentance, thro’ the Mediation of Jefus 
Chrift, our bleffed Lord and Saviour. 


The following is a genuine Account of the Thirteen 
Lalefactors executed at Vyburn, on the 16th of 
May, 1750. 


I. Ichacl Nuanan, {who was drawn on a 

Sledge) was convicted for counterfeiting 
the Coin of this Kingdom. He was about 40 Years 
of Age, was born in IJre/and of very honeft Parents, 
who brought him up in the Roman Catholick Perfua- 
lion, and took Care of his Education, by fending 
him to preper Schools, to be educated in Reading, 
Writing, and Accounts, till he was of Age to be 
put Apprentice, when they bound him to a Sort of 
Ivory Turner and Inlayer, whom he ferved fome 
Years ; but getting acquainted with a Set of young 
Men in his own Neighbourhood, who lov’d Drinking, 
Whoring, and other Vices, much better than Work, 
he frequently left his Mafter’s Bufinefs to affociate 
with them, which occafioning a Quarrel between him 
and his Mafter, as well as his Parents, he abruptly 
left them, and came for London ; how he has be- 
haved, or in what Manner he has lived fince he came 
to this Ciry, he will not declare, is altogether filent 
on that Head, only fays he fometimes worked for 
the Jewellers ; but being queftioned how and in what 
Manner, his Anfwer was, "twas no Matter to any 
Body, he only was to give an Account for his good 
or 
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or bad Deeds, and would not therefore acquaint any 
Rody about his Circumitances. In Regard to the 
£34 for which he fuffered, it was fo plainly proved, 
that he could not even make any Evafion relating 
thereto, it being fuggefted to him, that as it did not 
appear he had any regular Occupation to puriue, 
that he mult have followed that ‘Trade a long 
Time. He again replied, as before, it was no 
Matter to any Body, he fhould not give any Account 
of ic. So that, upon the Whole, 1 appears natural 
to conclude, that he muft for many Years pait have 
{lowed that, or fome other wicked Butineis, for a 
Support, rather than by honeit Incutiry, gain a 
Livelihood. However, he feemed to behave peni- 
tent for one under his Circumitances, owned the 
Juftnefs of hisSentence, and faid, he died in Peace 
with all Mankind. 

2, John Clarke, was convicted for robbirg Bar- 
hora Harrifon im the Street of aGold Ring. He 
was aged 29, faid at firft he was born in Lance/ire, 
but at length confeiled he was born in the Kingdom 
of Irdand, of reputable Parents, but as they knew 
nothing of his Misfortunes, he was determined to 
conceal their particular Place of Abode, in order 
fill to keep it aSecret from them. He fays, they 
cave him a pretty Education, and would have put 
him to any ‘Trade he would have made Choice of ; 
but being a wild Youth, and of a roving Mind, no- 
thing would ferve him but the Sea, and accordingly 
he ran away from his Parents, about 16 Years ago, 
and {erved on Board feveral Merchant Ships, as well 
as King’s Ships, and after the Commencement of 
the War, ferved at different Times on Board feveral 
Privateers, from fome of which, he faid, he was en- 
utled to Prize-Money. After the War was over, he 
went to Liverpoo/e, where he hada Wife, with whom 
he hived till all his ready Cath was fpent, and he then 
determined to come to London, in hopes to receive 
more, on Account of Prizes taken by the Privateers 
he had been on Board of. But being difappointed 
when he came here, Necefliiy drove him to the 
wicked Praétice of robbing, in which he was at laft 
overtaken, and jufily brought tohis End. It was 
very remarkable, that he feveral Times mentioned 
his having done fome very wicked Thing about five 
Years ago, which he faid was not a Robbery, nor a 
Murcer, but fomething that he had been ever fince 
forry for, and that he believed all his Misfortunes 
were owing to that ; forthough he had at all Times 
frove hard to get an honeit Livelihood, he never 
could, nothing having profpered with him ever fince. 
His Breait laboured with the Secret, which he fome- 
ines feerped inclineable to reveal ; but notwith- 
‘anding I feveral Times urged him to it, he never 
“culd, butcarried it with him to his Grave. 


3 Willicm Archer, was convidled for that he, 
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with a certain Gun loaded with Powder and Shot, fi- 
lonioufly, and of Malice and Forethought, did fhoot 
at Anthony Hicgins, with Intent the fad Anthony to 
kill or murder. Ue was aged 42, was born in 
Hertford/hire, and bred a Butcher, which Trade he 
followed in White-Cre/s-Strect, for many Years, ttl 
the ‘Time of his being taken op for the Faét he 
was afterwards convicted for. He wasof a molt furly 
and morote ‘lemper, and of a malicious Heart and 
Intention ; and by his whole Behaviour in Life, be- 
fore this wicked Act was done by him, (as his Neigh- 
bours can teftity) and all along to his Death, as 
appeared to every one that faw him under Connre- 
ment. He valued not what Mifchief he did to re- 
venge himfelf on any one that fhould do any Thing 
he did not like with refpect to him, tho’ never to 
lawful. 

And the Caufe of this barbarous Treatment of hi: 
Neighbour appears 10 be a Reientment he bad taken 
up at him, tor that he being a Man ot more Con- 
fcience, and ypreater Regard to the Laws, than 
Archer was, had laid an Information againtt him, 
which was followed by an Indictment for vending 
his Goods on the Sabbath, as was his conilant Prac 
tice, to the Nutance of the whole Neighbourhood. 
Upon this Account Archer vow'd Revenge, and wa 
heard by feveral the Day the Faét was done to iay, 
that he would be revenged on Higg:ns before Nighe. 
Accordingly what does he do, but watched an Op- 
portunity, and from his one Pair of Stairs Window 
malicioufly levelled a Gun at him, as he was fitting 
in hisown Shop minding his Bufinefs, and litte fui- 
pecting the Mifchief intended him; as the poor 
Man fat with his Back towards him, he fired his Gun 
and fhot him in the Back of the Head, and in his 
Neck, and in a moit dangerous and defperate Man- 
ner, infomuch that a hundred Shot were taken out 
of thofe Parts. When he bad done, he rejoiced at 
his Wickednefs, bragged of being a good Markiman, 
and with bitter Curfes faid, he feldom mils d his Mark, 
nor was he forry for what he had done. 

He would never fay any ‘Thing asto the Faé him- 
felf, nor {carce tell his Name, but faid, he was to lofe 
his Life for what he had done, and what had any 
one to do with what he had done. His Behaviour 
at the Jime of Convittion, and fince to his Death, 
was very infolent and daring, and furprized every 
one that faw him. A Night or two before his Execve 
tion, there was a great Outcry ot Murder in his Cell, 
occafioned by his drawing a Knife at one of his Fel- 
Jow Sufferers that lay with him, and {wearing bitter- 
ly that he would kill Lim, only becaute he would 

‘ot leave off Reading, and liflen to his Nonfente, and 
wicked Converfation, And the Night immediately 
before his Execution, being left in the Cell by 
himfelf, it not being fafe to leave any Pedy with 
him, his Bed was fet on Fire, as was greatly believed, 
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with Defign, having been heard to fay, he would not ve 
hanged ; but the Smoke difcovered it, avd Affiftance CO 
ming, it was pur out, and lie was leit without Candie. 
He continued obftinate to the End, and could fcarce be 
prevailed onto do any Thing towal ds making an Arone- 
ment for the Sins ot his palt Life, though they were many 
and grear, this nor being the firit Time he has teen the 
infide Walls of Necegate. A more obftinate, hardened 
Wrerch T never faw, and every one thar bebeld him, was 
furprized te fee that a Man could by his brutifh Behaviour, 
fu near degrade himiclr tothe Beale 
a. Thomas Perry, was convicted for forging a Seaman’s 
Ticker, dated March z9, 1749. He was 30 Years of Age, 
orn in Flint{bire in Wales, and was bound Apprentice to 
2 Shoemaker, with whom he ferved ‘even Years, he fays, 
ndtruly: but when his Time was out, not liking 
that Butinefs, he went to Sea, and has been in the 
King’s and Privatcers Service during the late Wars, have 
: and PrizeeMoney due, but forfeited by 
hs Conviction, He fays, he had nor been in Wales {ince 
jit jeftrhart Country, nor in England above twice or 
‘imes, for this ten Years paft, and that but for a 
ort Space at a Time. The greatelt Offerce he could 
‘ree himelf with, and had to anfwer tor, he faid, 
vas Diunkennels, to which he had been much additted 
hott) ac Sea and Afhore ; bur that he never wronged Man, 
Women, or Child, to his Remembrance, of any Thing. 
se rothe Ticker, tor the forging of which he was cons 
scted, as he faid at firft, fo he continued to declare to 
‘le lait, char if ic was a forged Ticket, it was none of 
} 


tis doing, but tharie was the very fame he had of the 


Captain's Clerk. He wanted to go from the Ship, but 
was refus’d, untefs he could get another Man, which he 
{iid he contrived to do; and then being about to be 
difcharged, he applied for a Ticket, which was given him 
by the Caprain’s Clerk, who asked him to fell it, and 
told him that he mnit lofe Three Shillings and Six- 


pence inthe Pound for prompt Payment. Perry faid, 
he refufed to fell ir, and purpofed totake a Voyage to 
the Banks of Newfoundland, thinking that by the Time 
he returned, the Ticket might be payable, and then he 
Should receive the Whole, and he pretended to chufe 
to tay cll his Return; upon which, fays he, the Cape 
rain's Clerk bid me take it, and go abour my Bufinefs, 
nd be deen’d. The Account he gave of himfelf was, 
iat he could neither write, nor read Writing, and knew 
ot bur that ir was a good Ticker, till he heard it was 
‘tuled at the Othce. When 1 told him, that the Cap- 
in’s Clerk fwore in his Evidence, that he neither gave 
im, nor any one elfe that Tickct, he was accufed for, 

fuid, he had no other from him, nor could he be 
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Hand, til he fener it to El:z.veth Stockwell, in order 
»pav her Debr. This is all che Account he wou’d give 
of himfelf, and this Affair, nor would he by any Means 
or Perfuafions own that Fact in any other Light. He 
appeared very Penitenr, and profefied himfelf very wil- 
ling to die, hoping that Jelus Chrilt would receive him 
fo Mercy. 

5. ohn Groves, was convicted for robbing Hannah Yones 
in St. Fames’s Park. He was 35 Years of Age,born in Dorfet- 
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pofed upon by any one eife, tor it was never out of

Ay Account of the Trial of Richard Philips for 
BLASPHEMY, “ce. 


. 'T the General Quarter Sefiions of the Peace of 

our Sovereign Lord the King, holden at Rye- 
fe, in and for the County of Surry, on Thurjday 
the 26th Day of Apri/, 1750, before I t/iam Clark, 
Teli ph Withiughby, John Heathfield, Thomas Tarrant, 
and Richard Moreton, Efq; Juftices of the Peace for 
the faid County. 

Richard Philips, of the Parith of St.George the 
Martyr in Southavark, in the County of Surry, Cord- 
Wainer, was indi¢tcd, for that he being an impious, 
profane, and irreligious Man, and not having the Fear 
of God in his Heart, but being moved and feduced 
by the Initigation of the Devil, and contriving and 
intending to {candalize and vilify the true and Chri- 
ftian Religion within this Kingdom appointed, and 
confirmed by divers Acts and Statutes, and alfo to 
blaipheme the Perfon, Wifdom, Omnipotence, and 
Majetty of our Lord and Saviour Jefus Chriit, and 
alio to f{candalize and vilify the Religion of the 
Church of Exg/and by Law eftablifhed, on the 2d 
Day of dpri/, mthe 23d Year of the Reign of our 
sovereign Lord George the Second, now King of 
Great britam, &c. at the Parith aforefaid, in the 
County #foreiaid, — falily, malictoufly, adviledly, 
wickedly, diabolically, and blafphemoufly faid, pro- 
nounced, and with a loud Voice publifhed thefe falfe, 
im; ious, and blafphemous /»g/i/ Words following, in 
the Preience and Hearing of divers good and worthy 
Subjects of our faid Lord the King ; to wit,

Our Saviour was an Impotior.

‘Yo the great Scandal of the Profeffion of the true 
Chrittian Religion, in Contempt and Blafphemy os 
the Deity of our Lord and Saviour Jefus Chrift, ang 
to the great Ditpleafure of Almighty God, and the 
evil Example of all others in the like Cafe offendin 
and utah see Dain of er k ¢ g, 
and againit the Peace ot our fad Lord the King, his 
Crown and Dignity. 

Being brought to the Bar, after the Indi&tment had 
been read to him, he was informed by the Court, 
‘That the Law gave him his Option, whether he 
would betried now, or have it put it off to the next 
Seffions ; in which Cafe, however, he mutt lie jp 
Goal till that Time. Upon which he defired the 
Trial might go on now. 

In opening of the Caufe, the Council for the Ki 8 
enlarged upon the Nature and Confequences of the 
Offence, the Danger to Religion and Virtue, if fuch 
Doctrines were permitted to be taught, and the juf 
Abhorrence all good Men ought to have of a Man 
capable of preaching fuch Doétrines, and leading 
altray weak Perfons to the Danger and Hazard o} 
their Peace of Mind here, and their eternal Hap- 
pineis hereafter. 

He clofed with a Remark, That if thefe Offences 
were proved, it would be neceflary not only to lock 
him up from the reit of the World, but even to fe- 
parate him from his Fellow-Prifoners in the Goal, 
left he fhould taint cheir Minds with his pernicious 
Doétrines, and make their Confinement more irk- 
fome, by deftroying their Peace of Mind, Wc. 

Six Evidences appeared againft him, the firft of 
whom depofed, that he had heard the faid Pdz/it:, 
in his own (the Evidence’s) Houfe, feveral Times, 
particularly on or about the 2d of Apri? laft, uter 
Words to this Effect: That the Virgin Mary was a 
common Whore, and Jefus Chrift an Impoftor ; 
that whomtoever he (the faid Richard Philips) Said 
fhould be faved, muf be faved, and that whomioever 
he faid fhould be damned, muft be damned everlait- 
ingly; that the Virgin Mary was hanging up in 
Hell, and that Jefus Chrift was there allo; that he 
(the faid Richard Philips) fhould fit at the Right Hand 
of God to judge the World, &¥c. that the Baptum 

of Infants was of no more Avail than to chriften a 
Puppy or Kitten. 
¢ After this Witnefs had given his Teflimony, PAi/ts 
asked him, What the Ditcourie might be which 
brought out thefe Expreflions, and what he thought 
the Reafon might be of his exprefiing himfelf in this 
Manner ? ‘To which the Witne‘s replied, He knew, of 
could think of no other Reafon, than the Badneis 0! 
his Heart. Anotke: 

I. From Saturday, May 19, 


another Evidence depofed, That he heard the faid 
>)», fav, in his own (the faid PAz/zps’s) Houte, 


the Bilhop of Gloucefer (who was then Con- 


old Rogue the Bifhop tn it. 

The Evidences were all his Neighbours, and all 
gave nearly the fame ‘T'ellimony, in fuch a Manner, 
cnat every Article of the Charge was proved on the 
Oaths of two or more of them. 

I:appeared, that he had uttered to the fame Effeét 
at feveral Times, and in divers Places ; and that he 
had preached to his Fellow-Prifoners in the Goal, 
and even fince he had been brought to Ryegate to 
rake his Trial, in fuch a Manner as fhocked the 
Hearers. 

In examining one of the Evidences as to what he 
faid concerning his Power of Judgment, it appeared, 
That Pd:/ips had three Wives now living ; the firit 
and laftof whom he had configned over to Damna- 
tion. 

He faid in his Defence, That the Evidences againft 
him were bad Men, who had not the Fear or Be- 
lief of the Lord before their Eyes; but had com- 
bined, out of private Pique and Malice, again{t him 
to deprive him of his Life, or his moft valuable L1- 
berty; that they, or fome of them, were Papitts, 
and not to be believed on an Oath zs they could have 
Abjolution fer taking; that he had been licenfed in 
that Court to preach as an Anabaptift Teacher, and 
that he had never abufed, or made an ill Ufe of that 
Licenfe; but, on the contrary, had conflantly and 
fervently, fometimes three ‘Times a Day, preached 
2s he always believed, that none could be faved but 
by the Mercies of Céri/?; that he held, and had fub- 
fcribed in Court the Thirty-nine Articles of the 
Church of England, fave only fo far as regarded the 
Baptifm of Infants. 

He acknowledged indeed, that he had often faid, 
and always thought, that the Virgin Mary was not a 
proper Subject for Adoration, being a mortal Woman ; 
that fhe was the Mother of the human Part of Ciri/?, 
which had no Power in Heaven, but only his fpiritual 
or divine Part, which was with the Father. He con- 
felled he was guilty of one great Fault, that as his 
Neighbours, particularly fome of the Evidences, al- 
Ways reviled.him as he pafled, he fometimes reviled 
them again, 

As to Baptifm, he faid, he thought it only proper 
for fuch as were of Age to anfwer torthemfelves ; yet 
had permitted his own Child to be aptifed. 

AAs to what related to the Bithop of Gloucefer, he 
faid, that his Daughter came in one Day, and told 
him fhe had been Confirmed ; on which he told her, 
hat Confirmation was only for fuch as could fay the 
Lord’s Prayer, the Creed, and the ‘Ten Command- 
ments, and that fhe was not qualified for it; and that

Waoever had Confirmed her had done a foolith ‘I hing 
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He could not remember that ever he had faid an 
Thing difrefpe&ful of the Bihhop. 

He produced two Evidences in his Behalf, one an 
enthufiaitic Anabaptitt, who faid he had heard hint 
preach once, and had converted with him often; that 
he had always heard him fpeak of Chritt asa good 
Chriftian fhould do; and did not believe he was fo 
obdurate and hardened a Wretch as to utter iuch Ex- 
preflions as had been laid to his Charge. 

This Evidence being examined as to his own 
Principles, faid, His Religion was yet in fome Mea- 
fure to feek ; he went to Church, orfome other Place 
of Worthip, generally three ‘Times a Day; that 
when he could, he chofe to go to an Anabaprtitt 
Meeting, but if no fuch was at Hand, he went to 
the Church of England. 

This Evidence clofed with a Confeflion, That he 
was not a Chriltian, but an unworthy Member ot 
one of the Sects of Baptifts. 

The other Evidence in his Behalf was a Womano! 
his own Congregation, who had been baptized by him 
in the Time of the Hard Froft. She taid, the knew him 
well, and had conitantly attended his Preaching ; 
that he never uttered in her Hearing any Words to 
this, on a like Purpofe; but fhe was well con- 
vinced of the Soundnefs of his Principles, and could 
not believe that on any Occafion any fuch Words 
could be drawn from him. 

Philips told the Court, That he could have pro- 
duced forty Evidences more in his Behalf, many of 
them of the Church of England, had he been fo 
heppy as to have been tried as St. Margaret's 
Hil; but his Poverty had difabled him from bring- 
ing them hither; that he would have been glad to 
have Jain in Goal till next Seflions, if he could then 
have had his Trial in London; but as the next Seflion 
would be held at Guildford, he had fubmitted to 
go to Trial with thefe two Witnefies only in his 
Behalf, hoping that God would make his Innocence 
appear to the Court. 

He faid he thought the Charaters of the Evidences 
againft him ought to be enquired into, which he 
hoped would give the Court a better Opinion of him 
than to think him capable of uttering the Words laid 
to his Charge. 

The Chairman then fummed up the Evidence to 
the Jury in avery clear Manner, who brought him 
in Guilty without going out of Court. 

Being asked what he had to fay before his Sen- 
tence was pronounced, he only profefied his Inno- 
cence, and repeated fome of the ‘lhings alreacy ob- 
ferved in his Defence. 

The Chairman told him, His Crime was of fo 
deep a Dye that he wanted Words to exprefs himtelf 
properly on the Occafion, and exhorted him to a 
true and fincere Repentance ; telling bim, ‘That / a: ks 
and ‘Yeas had a higher Opinion ot Chrift than he, 
that Mahcagt himiclt allowed Je/us to be a great 


3 B Prophet ; 
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Prophet; and Jufphus, a ‘fea, had exprefled him- 
{elf in ‘Terms of great Refpect. 

‘The Chairman told him, in Confideration of his 
Poverty, tne Court fined him only a Mark ; that he 
was to be imprifoned ‘T'wo Years, in which ‘Time he 
hoped he would thoroughly repent, and lead a new 
Lite; after which he mutt give Security for his good 
Behaviour for Seven Years, the Sureties to be ap- 
proved by the Chairman and Wi//:am Hammond, E{q; 
and he hoped God would forgive him.

The SeffionseHouft, the 
Bail Dock, and the Lodges under the Leads, in which the 
Prifoners were fecured betore and after their Trials, were 
thoroughly wafhed from Top to Bottom with Water, and 
afterwards with Vinegar; and the whole was thoroughly 
dried and purified betore the Seflions began.
